tests, that there was not one chance 
in many million million of their hav- 
ing done it by accident; and the suc- 
cesses of them all taken together 
were so great as to stagger the im- 
agination, leaving us but little appar- 
ent choice between believing in clair- 
voyance and telepathy or believing in 
sheer nonsense. 

The first extraordinary score was 
made by A. J. Linzmayer, a student 
at Duke. In his preliminary test he 
called 21 cards right out of 45, where 
chance would have allowed him only 
9. During the next few days he call- 
ed 600 cards and got 238 of them cor- 
rect.. The chance of doing this by ac- 
cident is 1 in 100 decillions, or 1 fol- 
lowed by 36 ze1os. In one series of 
25 calls Linzmayer made a score of 
21 correct, and 16 of these were con- 
secutive. Anybody who has éver 
dealt a hand at bridge may be inter- 
ested in figuring the chance of such a 
feat. 

Hubert Pearce, a divinity student 
at Duke, has taken 11,250 tests and, 
counting those attempted when he 
was ill or worried, he has still aver- 
aged 9 calls correct in every 25 
through the entire series. George

In most cases the distance between 
the performer arid the pack of cards 
in use would seem to make little dif- 
lterence in his success. In 600. tests 
behind a screen Mr. Pearce held to an 
average of 9 in 25, and in 300 in a 
separate building to an average of 9.9. 
>In 20 tests taken at a distance of 250 
miles Miss Sara Ownbey and Miss 
;May Frances Turner made an aver- 
age of 10.1 correct in every 25. 

On several occasions Zirkle called 22 
right in a given 25, and once, in a ser- 
ies of 50, he scored 26 correct in 
straight succession. Pearce once 
called every card correct in the pack 
of 25. And the chance of doing that 
is 1 in 298,023,2238,876,953,125. If we 
i were calling cards at the rate of one 
every half-minute for ten hours a day 
every day in the year, it would take 
us about 600 billion years to make as 
many -calls as the number just put 
down. So once in every 600 billion 
years we could expect to duplicate 
the feat of Pearce by chance. 

The results of these 100,000 tests 
constitute formidable evidence. Dr. 
Rhine and his associates are so sure 
that clairvoyance and telepathy are 
now a part of scientific fact that for 
some time they have hardly been in- 
terested in further tests intended 
merely to prove the case. They are 
still hard at work to find out, not 
whether these powers of the mind ex- 
is, but what the powers are — how 
‘common they may be, how far they 
ie be cultivable, and above all how

If we take the’ powers of clairvoy- 
ance and telepathy for real, as does 
Professor Rhine, what can we say in 
explanation of them? Are they go- 
ing to remain another mystery for us, 
like gravitation or cohesion, or are we 
going to discover something of their 
nature? We are still too deep in the 
dark to speak with certainty but 
‘there are a few things we may sug- 
gest, if only tentatively. 

In the first place, the powers would 
seem to be truly extra-sensory. They

The power would appear to be any- 
thing but passive. And that puts at 
rest an ancient notion that the first 
duty of a good clairvoyant is to put 
himself to sleep, partly or entirely; af- 
ter which he may be able to “see” 
things as they. somehow drift into his 
vacant mind. On the contrary, it is 
necessary for the recipient to be 
alert. In nearly every case a marked 
decline in scoring has occurred when 
the performer was indisposed or wor- 
ried, when he was very tired, or when 
there was-any other reason for undue 
distraction. A good many times, in 
the: middle of a long run of tests, the 
performer has been given a capsule 
containing a narcotit to see how it 
might affect his-scoring, and about 
as often one containing a stimulant. 
Often the man did not know which of 
the two, if either, he was taking in 
his capsule, or what he might expect 
as a result. In every case the nar- 
cotic has brought a notable declirie in 
scoring, usually to the mere chance 
ration; and the stimulant has invari- 
ably raised the score, however high it 
may have been before. 


The gift would seem to be an ac- 
tive function of the mind, more deli- 
cate than most of our other mental 
powers, but it appears to be an al- 
together normal power, and to have 
no kindred with infirmity of mind or 
body. It would seem to be appearing 
in our species 1ather than disappear- 
ing; and it is probable enough that, 
since the extra-sensory power is of 
a higher order than the sensory, it 
comes later in the evolutionary pro- 
cess. 

Clairvoyance and telepathy would 
seem to be one and the same gift 
manifested in two different media. So 
far the two xyifts have been found in 


every person who enjoys either of|- 


them, and both are of equal vigor. A 
percipient’s score is always the same 
for pure clairvoyance as for pure 
telepathy. 


Now if that be true it may lead us 
to a final bold surmise. All through 
history, and all around the world to- 
day, there have been and are a good 
many men and women having mental 
experiences of various kinds which 
they cannot begin to understand. The 
kind of thing that happened famously 
to Joan of Arc and to Savonarola is 
reported to be happening still to far 
too many humbiler folk for us to go 
on ignoring it. All such experience 
has come to bear the name parapsy- 
chology, which means only that it is 
psychological experience of a nature 
we cannot yet explain. It is the 
realm of parapsychology which Pro- 
fessor Rhine has taken for his prov- 
ince. He and his associates are eager 
to examine all these species of experi- 
ence and to put them to every test 
that science may require. He feels 


che has made sure that many of us 


have a way of finding out a little 
about the world outside us without 
the use of any of our senses. He has 
reason to believe that all of us will 
show a little of this power, or per- 
haps a good deal, as soon as we are 
more familiar with the delicate con- 
ditions that allow it-to unfold; though 
as yet he has quite properly experi- 
mented mainly with the men and wo- 
men who are most highly gifted in it. 

Now it may be a signal fact that 
every one of the eight most gifted 
extra-sensory percipients so far dis- 
covered comes from a family in which 
one or more members have been 
known for various other parapsycho- 
logical experiences. One of them had 
a mother and an uncle who were giv- 
en to premonitions. Another had a 
father whose prophetic dreams would 
fairly commonly come true; and once 
on two successive nights both his fa- 
ther and his mother dreamed of an 
unanticipated event which duly came 
to pass. A third had a mother with 
unusual clairvoyant power who be- 
lieved she was in league with various 
“spirits”. Since there has been no 
star performer without at least one 
relative given to such experiences, it 
begins to lock as if unusual gifts of 
this sort may run in families. 

And our bold surmise is this: If the 
two commonest parapsychological ex- 
periences have now been isolated and 
discovered to be one, and if the men 
and women who are sigsal for them 
commonly have close relatives who 
are given to all the other various ex- 
periences in the field, it may be that 
in these two we shall find a key to 
some or all of the other mysteries in 
the realm of mind which have so 
long been a puzzle.

A SOOTTISH CENTRE 
OF FARM RESEARCH 


“Tak’ awa’ Aberdeen and twal mile 
roun’ an’ whaur are ye?” is a saying 
attributed to an old woman of a for- 
mer’ generation, and perhaps she was 
not far wrong in her estimate of the 
important place on the map, occupied 
by the Granite City, for in-this vicin- 
ity are situated three of the leading 
agricultural research institutions of 
Great Britain. They are the Agri- 
cultural College of Aberdeen Univers- 
ity, with its fine experiment station 
of Craibstone, the Rowett Research 
Institute and Duthie Stock Farm, and 


mile radius. 

The Macauley Institute has Cana- 
dian associations, says B. Leslie Ems- 
lie, having been founded and endowed 
by T. B. Macaulay, former president 
of the Sun Life Assurance Company 
of Canada, whose interest in the wel- 
fare of the farmers on the Hebridean 
Island of Lewis led to its establish- 
ment. Since then the scope of the 
work at Craigiebuckler has been 
greatly extended, and its soil-testing 
facilities are now available to farm- 
ers of Aberdeenshire, who show char- 
acteristically their appreciation of 
this free service. The institute at 
Craigiebuckler is housed in a large, 
old country residence situated in 
beautiful grounds surrounded by his- 
toric trees and gardens. Its aesthetic 
aspect rivals its scientific appeal. 

At  Craibstone much important 
work with crop varieties, fertilizers, 
etc., is being carried on. Here there 
is a wonderful walled garden of spa- 
cious dimensions, where’ well-laden 
apple and pear trees cover the walls 
on one side. Another interesting fea- 
ture is the growing of gooseberry 
bushes on trellises. In a rotation fert- 
ilizer experiment at Craibstone the 
hoed crops are potatoes and turnips, 
and it is significant that the grain 
and hay crops following are superior 
on the turnip area. This is notable 
especially in the growth of clover. 
The soil is a light loam with a dis- 
tinctly acid reaction, represented by 


about pH5. In another experiment 


the influence of liming in controlling | 


club-root of turnips is tested, and a 
variety known as “Bruce” has proved 
remarkably disease-resistant. 

The Rowett Research Institute, at 
Bucksburn, is occupied chiefly with 
problems in animal nutrition and 
pathology and has enough with which 
to deal at the present time. Among 
those challenging the ingenuity of.its 
savants are grass-sickness of horses, 
paralysis of poultry, sheep-ticks and 
mineral deficiency diseases. Grass- 
sickness, not unknown in Western 
Canada, has taken a heavy toll here 
and has been partly responsible for 
the-great increase in tractors as mot- 
ive power on the farm. As one far- 
mer expressed it, he had to pay $350 
to replace a horse, and a tractor cost 
no more than the price of a team and 
was immune to grass-sickness. 

Poultry paralysis has been widely 
prevalent for years, and some were 
disposed to attribute it to a deficiency 
of Vitamin A. One poultry man 
thought he had ‘conquered the 
trouble and stocked up with 3,000 
pullets last spring, putting the birds 
out in a pasture where no poultry 
had been before. But sheep had been 
there, and they carried the germ. The 
result was that the pullet flock of 
3,000 was soon reduced to 800, and of 
the remainder half are in a bad way. 
On this same farm is a flock of 1100 
choice turkeys, all housed but allowed 
the privilege of sunning themselves 
on balconies floored with fine-mesh 
wire netting. 

The sheep-tick is nothing new and 
may be controlled on the sheep by the 
usual dipping with disinfectant. But 
now the tick is attacking grouse, 
causing a heavy mortality among the 
young birds especially. One can’t 
treat grouse as sheep, and so_ the 
pests must’ be attacked in the soil 
which they infest. An old farmer re- 
marked: ‘‘We've aye had the tick on 
sheep, an’ naething was done aboot 
it; but when it started on the grouse 
o’ the gentry the maitter becam’ 
serious!” 


FALL SEEDING OF HAY 
AND PASTURE CROPS

wan and Alberta. In Manitoba this 
method of seeding is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. At the Brandon 
Experimental Farm, late fall seeding 
is being compared with mid-April 
and mid-May seedings. At all three 
dates the seed is sown on undisturbed 
stubble land. The fall seeding is 
made as late as possible, just before 
freeze-up, so that little or no germin- 
ation occurs until the early spring. 
The seedlings which do start in the 
fall rarely survive the winter. 

Up to the present the late fall seed- 
ings have given better stands than 
the mid-April seedings, and consider- 
ably better than the May seedings. 
The superior stands have had a mark- 
ed effect upon the hay yields obtained. 
In 1938, the fall seedings averaged 
approximately 1.45 tons while the Ap- 
ril and May seedings were 1.17 and 
0.89 tons respectively. The crops be- 
ing tested are slender wheat grass, 
crested wheat grass alfalfa, and 
sweet clover, and of these sweet clov- 
er is the only one which has not given 
increased yields from late fall seed- 
ing.

Colds and Drayghts 

The popular idea that a cold is due 
to a draught is scarcely correct. Ex- 
posure to draughts, sudden changes 
of temperature and chilling of the 
body are predisposing causes of. colds 
but no cold can originate without the 
specific micro-organism or bug which 
is the essential cause. 

The Cause 

Some say that a common cold is 
due to a virus, that is a germ so small 
that it cannot be seen under the mi- 
croscope. Many different germs seem 
;to be associated with colds. Perhaps 
the cause is & combination of viruses 
jand germs. Common colds may not 
be a single disease but rather a group 
of infections which vary in severity 
and catchability. 

Colds are caught from other per- 
sons having colds just as diphtheria 
jis contracted from diphtheria pa- 
tients. Arctic explorers, exposed to 
all the conditions popularly supposed 
to produce colds, do not suffer from 
these ailments until they return to 
civilization and become infected by 
contact with their fellows. 

Prevention and Cure 

The two really important matters 
about colds are first, their prevention 
and second their cure. Prevention 
may be summed up-in the avoidance 
of those having an infection especial- 
ly in street cars, offices and other 
poorly ventilated places. Colds, like 
other diseases conveyed in the secre- 
tions from nose and mouth are often 
transferred by direct and _ indirect 
contact through kissing, the cb)mmon 
drinking cup, the roller towel, pipes, 
toys, pencils, fingers, food and other 
objects contaminated with the fresh 
secretions which carry the disease. 
Vitiated air, draughts, dust, sudden 
changes of temperature, exposure to 
cold and wet, overwork, loss of sleep 
and improper food all have some ef- 
fect in causing colds. It must be ad- 
mitted, on the other hand, that the 
most vigorous will contract colds if 
they receive the infection, while some 
persons are so immune that they ap- 


germination and development. In 
the Prairie Provinces major consid- 
eration must be givén to soil mois- 
ture supply at the time of seeding, as 
grass and legume seedlings are very, 
susceptible to drought injury, states 
Dr. G. F. H. Buckley, Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm, Brandon, Man.

Frequently, however, 
during the past few years the amount 
of moisture present between the time 
of spring seeding and the summer 
drought has not been sufficient to de- 
velop the seedlings to a stage when 
they can withstand the hot, dry sum- 
mer winds.

I have seen great and_ thriving 
industries wrecked, whole towns and 
villages turned into “‘ghost towns’’ by 
‘consolidations and mergers; where 
lthe plants have been closed down and 
thousands of men thrown out of em- 
' ployment. 

Naturally my thoughts turn to 
some form of social security; some 
way of preventing the wrecking of 
such industries and the consequent 
misery of working men and _ their 
families who have been deprived of a 
livelihood and the loss of the means 
of security by the vanishing of real 
estate values. 

Our people are essentially laboring 
people and some means should be pro- 
vided to furnish work for them. 

Large and flourishing industries in 
other sections of our great Dominion, 
which have been responsible for in- 
dustrial mergers should plan to keep 
our small industries functioning. 


We are favorably situated for ex- 
port business through our great sea 
ports, and we feel that such indus- 
|tries which were built up here could 
be employed along these lines. 

Our citizens for the most part are 
thoroughly loyal to our British con- 
nections and to our Dominion but 
when they are.deprived of a means of 
livelihood by influences beyond their 
control their thoughts naturally turn 
to the “isms” of radicals. 

Therefore I feel that if Canada is 
to be nappy and contented our great 
industrial corporations should not 
centralize all industry in central Can- 
ada, but should bear in mind. the 
needs of the east and west. 
| I feel that we should cultivate the 
finer feelings of brotherly love. It
